Water Supplies. 


In March, 195e, the Council adopted the following proposal, 
"that subject to the Bridport Water Works Company giving full 
facilities for the valuation of the Undertaking to be made witha 
View tO purchase, Mr, &.W. Hill, of the firm of Messrs Arthur Collins 
and Company be appointed as the Council's financial advisor, to 
prepare such valuation of the Company, and report thereon", 


This Report was not received until the end of 1953, and in 
January 1954, the Joint Water Committee of the Bridport Borough and 
Bridport Rural District Councils, after consideration of the Report, 
unanimously resolved to recommend to their respective @ouncils that 
they should abandon any further consideration of the proposal to 
acquire the Bridport Water Works Company's Undertaking. The Borough 
Oouncil at their February mecting agreed to adopt this resolution 
and to inform the various interested Parties of their decision, 


Approximately 140 houses take their water from outside taps. 


Eight samples were taken for bacteriological analyses and they 
were all satisfactory. 


I am very grateful to the Water Works Company's Engineer for 
his coO-oOperation during the year, 


Drainage and Sewerage. 


As stated in previous Reports, the East Beach is grossly polluted 
With sewage from the outfall situated in the middle of this beach 
and through which all sewage from the Borough and parts of the 
adjOining Rural District empties untreated into the sea. 


4,276 feet of new sewers and drains to Council houses and other 
works, 1,535 feet to private buildings and new work, and 450 feet to 
old premises,;were installed during the year. 


Sewer Repairs, 


It was found that a substantial leakage of water from the 
Company's 7" main had washed out a large cavity and undermined part 
of the main sewer in South Street, 


A serious chokage of the sewer from Park Road close to the point 
where it jOins the main sewer in West Allington was cleared, and a 
choked 4" drain in East Road was cleared with difficulty. 


A Descaling Company cleared the 80 yards of:12" sewer from 
West Bridge to St. ifichacl's Lane including the syphon under the 
river...

No serious pollution occurs in the rivers Brit, Asker, and Simene, 
* during their course through the Borough, 
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Public Cleansing, 


2,080 loads of refuse were collected from approximately 2,730 
dustbins, The Karrier refuse lorry is now just over 6 years old 
and is continually employed, It is manned by a driver and two men 
with Occasional assistance from a third man, In September, agreement 
was reached with the owmer for a 21 years' lease of 8 acres of land 
to be used as a refuse tip at the Brickworks, Bothenhampton, This 
Site will take all the refuse collected in Bridport for at least 30 
years, It is proposed to commence tipping in 1954 and to give 
facilities to the Bridport R,D,G. and builders to use the tip ata
